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State, Local Agencies Act Promptly 
Conjunctivitis Outbreak 


Cooperative action two state agencies and two 
local health departments was taken last month meet 
outbreak conjunctivitis the Vernon 
area Los Angeles County. 

total cases were definitely diagnosed and 
additional probable cases were found employees 
companies the Vernon and contiguous indus- 
trial areas. other plants the same area, pos- 
sible cases were discovered. 

The agencies took action following the receipt 
report the Division Industrial Hygiene the Los 
Angeles County Health Department that more than the 
usual number employees were absent with 
tivitis. The county department verified the report and 
communicated the information the Los Angeles City 
Industrial Hygiene Service and State Bureau Adult 
Health. 


Further investigations and control measures were 
accomplished through joint action the departments 
concerned. Case reports made physicians the Divi- 
sion Labor Statistics and Research were studied and 
proved valuable source information. 


Printed materials diagnosis and treatment 
kerato-conjunctivitis, techniques eye care avoid 
contamination and other information were distributed 
medical units industrial plants the area. 


Local opthamologists and industrial physicians 
cooperated reporting cases and teaching methods 
preventing the spread the disease. 


For the last two and one-half weeks August 
new cases were reported.

type, resembling the wartime eye,’’ has been 
reported industrial plants the Los Angeles area. 
Reports have been jointly investigated the industrial 
health units the city, and state health depart- 
ments. Findings indicate that reported cases are simi- 
lar to, but milder than, the kerato-conjunctivitis which 
oceurred form shipyards during the 
early war years.

Problem, Says Surgeon

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Red Cross Advisory Board Reports 
Blood Plasma 


Approximately percent persons who receive 
pooled plasma will develop jaundice, the Advisory 
Board Health Services the American Red Cross 
reports. However, the value plasma saving lives 
great the board recommends its distribution 
continued. 

Many diseases may theoretically transmitted 
from the use whole blood and its derivatives. How- 
ever, the board reports homologous serum hepatitis (or 
jaundice) following the administration pooled 
plasma has proved the greatest problem. The rea- 
sons for this are: difficulty impossibility 
detecting infected donors; (2) the practice pooling 
10-50 bloods reduce the and 
(3) the availability dried plasma result the 
distribution surplus blood derivatives the Ameri- 
ean Red Cross. 

study conducted under the auspices the 
board, was found that the maximum incidence 
hepatitis was 4.9 the study group receiving 
pooled plasma. 

Although the board believes that whole blood, fresh 
frozen plasma, prepared hospital blood banks, 
commercial plasma, well convalescent serum may 
all transmit the virus hepatitis, the factor pooling 
greatly increases the probability factor with plasma. 
the other hand, there good evidence that the two 
most widely used products plasma fractionation are 
free from this risk. These are 

Immune Serum Globulin (normal serum gamma 
globulin) used measles prophylaxis and Normal 
Human Serum Albumin (salt poor) which, when 
available, can used instead plasma. 

There also evidence that the disease may trans- 
mitted from patient patient hospitals the use 
improperly sterilized unsterilized needles and 
syringes. 

Various promising studies methods for inactiva- 
tion the virus plasma are underway, but nothing 
has been perfected thus far.
